MOVEMENTS OF OCEAN STEAMSHIPS. 
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$10,000,000 corporation with headquarters in 
Chicago, had come to an end. Letters that 
will be mailed today will inform 1,400 stock- 
holders, the majority Chicagoans, that the 
copper-gold mine in which they have sunk 
$650,000 is worthless. 

With the crash of the concern, which had 
done a thriving business in selling stock for 
six years, interest increases in the where- 
abouts of the secretary and general manager, 
D. E. Mackinnon, who appears to be the only 
interested person who ever profited from the 
enterprise. Mr. Mackinnon organized the 
company and boomed the stock sales for five 
years. A year ago he departed to Boston, 
where he opened a branch office, and since 
that time he has spent only one day ih Chi- 
| Cago. 

Inquiries made by the stockholders’ com- 
mittee since the flasco became apparent re- 
sulted in information that Mr. Mackinnon 
had left Boston for some place in Maine, the 
exact location of which all efforts have failed 
to establish. 


Awakening of Stockholders. 


The stockholders were considering a pro- 
posal to purchase Mackinnon’s Half interest 


They already had paid him §2,000 for an 
option on the property. 

The president of the company is William 
Surman of Carlinville, Ill. George Lill, the 
Chicago coal dealer, is vice president. Robert 
M. Mahler is treasurer, and T. D. Fuller as- 
sistant secretary. Herman Goeéttsch is a 
director. The investigation of the mins. 
which resulted in the revelation of its worth- 
lessness, Was conducted by a committee 
headed by Mr. Lill. 

In the six years life of the company a total 
of only five cars of ore was taken from the 
mine. The stockholders’ money was sunk in 
extravagant equipment on the surface, in 
giowing literature, expensive offices, and 
junkets of prospective investors.

Mackinnon Arrived in 1902. 


Mackinnon, who came originally from 
North Yakima, Wash., landed in Chicago 
rin 1902, and sprung his mining proposition 
on the public. The mine was located on 
Cedar creek, hear Amador, Missoula county, 
Montana, Mackinnon having staked out three 
élaims in the neighborhood while he was 
practicing law at Wallace, Idaho. 

The promoter opened up modest offices at 
rst, but eventually worked up to a sumptu- 
ous suite in the Teutonic building, Washing- 
ton street and Fifth avénue. The business 
was good from thestart. Two million shares 
of stock were issued, Mackinnon keeping 800,- 
000, and 980,000 being sold at large. All but 
Mackinnon's stock finally wag pooled, and the 
owners have been unable to dispose of It. 


Jumps from 10 Cents to $3.50. 


Mackinnon organized many excursions to 
the mine and was prodigal of saniples of the 
rich ore he said it contained. As a result 
the price of the stock rose from 10 cents to 
$3.50 a share. In the fal! of 1906 the first 
shipment of ore was made from the mineg 
Mackinnon sald the shipment was fifty cars, 
but the records show only five cars. Then 
Mackinnon issued a statement purporting 
to show that the ore assayed $153.43 a ton 
and that the mine was making a profit of $400 
a day. After that the investors fairly tuntbled 
in and the price of shares shot skyward. 

A few months after Mackinnon departed 
for Boston Mr. Lill and other Chicago stock- 
holders began to get uneasy about their ex- 
pensive mine. They began to investigate. 
Then Mackinnon offered to sell his half m- 
terest at the sacrifice price of $150,000. The 
directors took the offer under consideration, 
and engaged F. Cushing Moore, a mining en- 
gineer at Wallace, Idaho, to make a thor- 
ough examination of the properties. 

The engineer reported in a letter dated May 
4 last that the mining proprety is absolutely 
worthless and that further development of it 
would only increase the already gigantic sum 
standing on the debit side of the Amador a- 
count.” 
| The engineer said that over $500,000 had 
been squandered on the property, and that 
the only chance of recovering any of this 
was in the sale of the equipment. He said 
the ore was commereially valueless. 

In the letters which will be sent to the 
stockholders today by the board of directors 
are inclosed copies of the reports of En- 
gineer Moore and of G. Scott Anderson & 
Son, another firm of engineers that examined 
the mine.

HIS LIFE IN REVIEW. 


LBY BURNS MANTLE. ] 

Dave Henderson was, firat and last, an 
American showman. For many years hie 
name was writ large in American theatricals 
because he dared to do big things. In the 
matter of spectacular productions he was a 
creator in the sense that he led where others 
were too timid to venture, and elaborated 
where they reduced. He was the first Amer- 
ican manager to combine 4 shrewd man- 
agerial sense with a reproduction of the Lon- 
don pantomime idea in entertainment and 
make it pay. 

In the late 805 Henderson began achieving 
a national prominence as 4 producer. In 
1888 he started that series of extravagangza 
productions in the Chicago opera house that 
employed the services of such later day cele- 
brities as Eddie ’’ Foy, whom he took from 
the music halls of the west side; May Lohe, 
Ida Mulle, Burke, and Henry Norman. The 
Arabian Nights,“ “Sinbad the Sailof,”’ 
“Blue Beard Jr.,“ and “Ali Baba —the 
memory of these is still strong with many a 
Chicago playgoer, and for ten. or a dozen 
years—until, in fact, The Wizard of Oz” 
style carne in—they set the pace and fur- 
mished the example for all that extravaganza 
was expected to be through the middle and 
far western territory. 

New York was the only town that frowned 
upon the Henderson extravaganga and this. 
the old timers still declare, was due prin- 
cipally to the prejudice of the theatrical capi- 
tal against Chicago productions, a prejudice: 
that was much stronger twenty years ago 
than it is today. 


Would Spend Vast Sums. 

Often “Dave” Henderson would spend 
$30,000 and $40,000 on these productions, 
usually after he had been warned by his as- 
sociate managers that he was courting ruin 
by his extravagance. So often was he fortu- 
nate in turning the laugh on them that he did 
not mark the change in public taste, and kept 
om pouring money into flashy productions 
even after the fickle playgoer had cast his 
heart and his amusement fund at the feet of 
the prettier, sprightiier, and neater new- 
comer—musical comedy. Henderson, who 
was a Scotchman, knew the stubbornness of 
his race, and it finally bad something to do 
with his financial undoing. 

The slump that followed the world's fair, or, 
to be nearer the facts, that came in with the 
panic days Of 1893, caught the Henderson en- 
travagansa amidships and stove holes in it 
fore and aft. It Was, by the nature of its 
bulk and trimmings, an expensive luxury, 
and among the firet to feel the pinch of 
diminished receipts. During the séason of 
1893-'04 Henderson's losses were something 
like $7,000 a week, and though he got a part 
of it back through road tours that were 
spasmodically successful, the most of it 
vanished as completely as one of his own 
didappearing demons, 

Dave, however, theugh often down. 
was hevpr discouraged. He fully expected 
to make another fortune. If he was obliged 
to atcept a position under some more sut- 
cessful manager, he looked upon it as merely 

mporary necessity. It was not until the 


i few years that his spirit was completely 


broken, and even then he epoke often of the 
day that was surely coming when he again 
would take a hand in the fascinating gamble 
of Amusements and prove to certain conceit- 
ed ‘youngsters just how a really good man 
played his hand. 


Born in Scotland. 
Henderson was born in Edinburgh, Soft- 
land, in 1850. He got into the newspaper 


business over there before he came to Ame 


tea, which he did when he wae 10. With hie 
brother he landed in New York, and as he had 
learned the printer’s trade, first secured work 
in the composing room of the New York 
Herald. Afterward he did some reporting, 
and in Ir came to Chicago.

FIRE HORSES OUTCLASS MEN 


Merit Board Finds Equine Serv- 
ice of Department Flawless, 


| 
At Chief Horan’s Suggestion Physical 
Tests Will Be Harder. 


The horses of the fire department were ac- 
corded an enviable tribute of efficiency by 
the city civil service commission yesterday. 


the fire alarms was pronounced flawless, and 
steps were taken to bring the efficiency of 
the firemen. up to the same high standard. 
Hereafter the same painstaking care used 
in the selection of the horses that haul the 
engines and trucks is to be exercised in the 
recruiting of ‘the ranks of the human fire 
fighters. The opinion of the commission is 
that if the frenien aga whole were as efficients 
as the horses the department would be above 
criticism. 
The reform that will be put into effect with- 
in a fortnight was suggested to the commis- 
sion through a chance observation dropped 
by Fire Marshal Horan. 

“Tf we spent as much time and money 
getting good firemen as we doin getting good 
horses, there would not be an incompetent 
man in the department, said the chief. “We 
have too many one story firemen—they’re 
all right at a ground floor blase. But what 
we need is ten story firemen, and we need 
them badly.“ 

Horses Pass Hardest Examination. 

It then developed that the civil service ex- 
amination given the horses is tremendously 
more rigid than the physical test of would 
be firemen. The animals are put through an 
intricate trial of strength, wind, endurance, 
speed, and behavior, the like of which would 
stagger a human being. Then they are sub- 
jected to a training of three or four months 
before they are allowed toyrun to their first 
fire. The result of this little civil service test 
instituted by Chief Horan has been the re- 
ttirement of all the inferior horses pre- 
ical pull, and their replacement by efficient 
n board discovered that in the ex- 
amif&tion of firemen the physical require- 
ments were unduly subordinated to the men- 
tal. A knowledge of the duties of the work 
which the aspirant could not possihly know 
till he had received training was being given 
a weight of 6 out of 10 points. 

So the board decided to lay more stress on 
the physical requirements and less on the 
mental. ,Bigger and heavier firemen are to 
be sought in the future. A man to become a 
fireman must de 5 feet § inches tall, instead 
of 5 feet 7 inches, as at present, and the 
required weight wilt be increased in propor-

When they left .home they took a lunch 
basket with them and told friends they were 
going for a day's outing. They also carried 
fishing tackle. “Mra. Clausius wore no hat, 
having a Shaw over hen head. 

The miseing man’s father fe Dr. M. F. 
Clausius, 4201 Milwaukee avenue. He spent 
the day searching for hie son, and after re- 
turning to his home last night said: 

J don’t think there can be any doubt that 
they are dead. I can’t understand, however, 
how it was possible for them to have 
drowned unless they procured a boat some- 
where. But even if they had been in a boat 
and it capsized there would probably be some 
trace of the accident. Then, too, their lunch 
basket—what became of that?’’ 

Policemen and relatives of Claustue 
searched both banks of the river during the 
day without finding a clew. The hunt will 
be resumed today and portions of the river 
may be dragged.

There 
were thirty-five tunnel workers present, 
fourteen of whom, officials of the union 
claimed, were sent to the meeting by the 
company for the purpose of breaking the 
strike.”

JUST MISSES A COLLISION. 


St. Faul Road Fireman Discovers Su- 
perior’s Body on Floor. 


The Overland Limited, fastest train of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad 
system, ran Monday night at full speed of 
nearly sixty miles an hour over interlocking 
Switches and past signals near Byron, Ii.

Engineer Seemed Robust.

SLAYING JEWELER) 


Tragedy of North Judson Ex- 
plained by Kvasnicka’s 
Former Hired Man. 


POLICE SEEK ENEMIES. 


Reported Implication of vietim's 
Widow Is Resented by 
Her Lawyer. 


North Judeon, Ind., May 26.—[Special.}— 
Albert Roubick in the county jail today con- 
fessed that he killed Emil F. Kvasnicka, the 
Chicago jeweler. 

„ Yes, I killed him,” sai@ Kvasnicka's for- 
mer hired man, but I was persuaded to do 
it. It was not altogether my fault.” 

Up to this afternoon Roubick protested his 
innocence. Circumstantial evidence was so 
strong against him thet h 
no surprise. It was expected before this. 
The officers, however, are confident that out- 
side parties will be involved, possibly some 
Chicago persons who were enemies of the 
jewelry merchant. 


Jeweler Had Many Enemies. 

When Roubick was asked if Kvasnicka had 
any enemies who might be guilty of killing 
him, he answered promptly: 

O, plenty of them in North Judson, and 
Chicago, too.“ 

While Mrs. Kvasnicka has not been placed 
under arrest, the local officers are watching 
all departing trains to see that sbe does not 
laave North Judson, ab there is at least a 
possibility that she might be wanted. 


Lawyer Defends Woman. 

* Roubick’s statement that Mrs. Kvasnicka 
in implicated in the murder of her husband 
is a. contemptible lie,“ declared her lawyer, 
Joseph Sabath, yesterday. 

* Roubick may have been in love with her, 
but she was too far above him to reciprocate. 
Perhaps while she was ‘ exiled away on that 
farm Roubick had dreams about winning her 
when she secured her anticipated divorce, 
but I am satisfied she neter encouraged him 
in any such thoughts. To me it looks like 
a cheap ‘frame up either to save his own: 
neck or coerce her into supplying the funds 
for his defense. 

The story published in the afternoon 
papers was copied from the Denni Hlasatel, 
a Chicago Bohemian publication, whose rep- 
resentative interviewed the prisoner on Sun- 
Way. I believe Roubick said everything that 
is credited to him, but the story was evident- 
ly put into his head since his incarceration. 


No Evidence Against Her. 

“It was Mrs. Kvasnicka who told the au- 
thorities that Roubigk killed her husband. If 
there had been a murder plot she would have 
said nothing and let the authorities clear it. 
If she had desired her husband slain she 
could have done so without the knowledge 
of Roubick. The authorities have already 
caught Roubick in a half dozen lies, one of 
which was his statement that he slept at the 
home of Joseph Dueek the night of the mur- 
der, and they will find out this last state- 
ment is a lie. 

“ Roubick alone killed Kvasnicka, and the 
motive grew out of the hired man’s inability 
to collect $60, four months’ wages, from the 
dead man. If the crime had been committed 
before the reconciliation between the Kvas- 
nickas there might be ground to suspect 
others. But Mre. Kvasnicke was happy to 
be reconciled, overjoyed because Kvasnicka 
had given up other women, and because he 
was going to take her and the children back 
to Chicago. It was a new life for her. 


Divorce Would Have Been Easy. 

Had she desired to get rid of her husband 
the divorce route waseasy. I had been work- 
ing up her case since March, and was ready 
to file suit, when I got word from both of 
them to drop the case, and that they were 
fully reconciled. For nearly six years she 
had been an ‘exile’ on that farm, he visit- 
ing her but once every three or four months. 
Her charge of desertion would have brought 
legal separation. Cruelty was another 
charge that would have severed the ties. and 
then we had positive proof that he was un- 
duly friendly with other women.“

MOW LAWNS AND PLAY GOLF. 


Clergyman Reproves Them, Next Time 
Finds Smaller Congregation. 


Remember the Sabbath day to keep it holy. | 


Taking into consideration this command- 
ment, delivered with others to Moses on 
Mount Sinai, Evanstonians are asking: “Is 
it a sin to work on Sunday?” And if it is a 
ein, they ask: “Is it a mortal or a venial 
offense?” 

The Rev. L. P. Edwards, rector of St. Mat- 
thew's Episcopal church, in North Evans- 
ton, yesterday answered the first question 
in the affirmative in no uncertain manner. 
He also added: 

“ Evanstonians sometimes are a Godless 
people.“ 

It all came about as the result of Dr. Ed- 
wards' discovery that his parishioners were 
mowing their lawns and Playing golf on 
beautiful Sunday morni instead of at- 
tending the services in St. thew’s church. 


Controversy On Since May 17. 

“The controversial combat has progressed 
since Sunday, May 17. The rector was walk- 
ing from his home to the church, where he 
was going to deliver his reguiar Sunday 
morning sermon, when as he passed the 
houses of different members of his flock he 
noticed that without exception the head of 
every household was working with a lawn- 
mower to reduce the growth of weeds and 


Now, the operation of a lawnmower re- 
quires the exercise of some muscle, and 
therefore is servile work, according to Dr. 
Edwards and the precepte of the church. 

Upon his arrival at the church the rector 
found there, not the 150 families of his con-, 
gregation, but a scattering of fifty women. 
seven men. and twenty-five choir boys. 
He changed the subject of his sermon, which 
was to have been on the gospel of the day. 
and preached powerfully on the laxtty of 
members of the congregtaion in performing 
Aheir duties towards the church: 

He told them, however, that because of the 
beeutiful weather and the temptations of 
summer, he would agree to a compromise. 
Each householder could mow his lawn or play 
golf until 10 o'clock Sunday morning. Then 
he could dress up in time to attend the morn- 
ing church services, thus keeping his lawn 
trim and performing hie religious duty too. 


Attendance Grows Less. 

Dvanston awaited the result of these nego- 
tiations with interest. The test came last 
Sunday. Dr. Edwards hopefully entered the 
church sharp on time. But he was disap- 
pointed. The fifty women and twenty-five 
choir boys again were present, but only six 
men. All the others were busy trimming their 
lawns again or were on the golf links. The 
rector severely criticised the absentees. The 


people, however, while accepting the eriti- 
cism in good spirit, refuse to admit they are 
wrong. In fact, they refuse to discuss the 
subject seriously and there the situation 
stands. 

The pastor, who is much wrought up over 
this summer indolence,”’ as he calle the 
conduct of his people, reasserted his posi- 
tion more strongly than ever yesterday. 


Even the Heathen Do Better. 


“Even the heathen of the steppes of Asia 
and millions of the Chinese people regard 
God with more reverence and attention than 
do the people of Evanston,” he said. ‘' The 
people of this town lead moral lives, but 
sometimes they are Godless indeed. Now, 
viewing this matter in another light, it is 
an injustice to me, I do not wish to spend 
six hours on a sermon which is to be deliv- 
ered to a handful of people. I want the men 
of this congregation to attend every Sun- 
day morning service. That is their duty: 
I am willing that they Shall enjoy them- 
selves to the full the rest of the day, but 
their God should come first at least on one 
day of the week. Golf and lawn mowing 
are praiseworthy in their places, and I am 
sure that the women of this congregation 
would be especially pleased at evidences of 
industry in mowing the grass on some other 
time than Sunday morning.”

“officers and members of the carpenters’ 


union never have been served with a notice 
of the injunction. An affidavit made by 
George Helmken, a private detective, shows 
that William Schardt and B. J. Fitzpatrick 
were served with notices May 15 and Will- 
lam Loos, Louis Deckhardt, and Charles G. 
Grass] were served with a notice May 21. 


Here Are the Complications. 
Sohardt was in Nashville, Tenn., and Fits- 
patrick was employed in Gary, Ind., May 15, 
and the other three members of the carpen- 
ters’ union attended a funeral at Mount Oli- 
vet cemetery May 21. Attorney Farrell also 
is prepared to show that John J. Brittain, 
who called the strikes on the buildings where 
the Mears-Slayton Lumber company’s ma- 
terials were being used, is not a member of 
the United Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners, but is business agent of the Amal- 
gamated Society of Carpenters and Joiners, 
whose general officers and heaquarters are 
in Manchester, England 

Neither Business Agent Brittain nor the 
Amalgamated Society of Carpenters and 
Joiners is a party to the injunction. The 
two carpenters’ unions, however, work in 


harmony in all matters of working condi- 


tions. 

Officers of the brotherhood assert the 
Mears-Glayton Lumber company violated 
its agreement with the union by reducing 
wages March 8 from 33 1-8 cents an hour to 
80 cents an hour. Later the union succeeded 
in inducing the company to return to the 
old scale. The company, however, refused 
to grant an increase of 1 2-8 cents an hour 
April 1, it was claimed, in accordance with 
an agreement made a year ago. The carpen- 
ters then went out on strike. 


Telegraphers’ Herald Comes. 

President W. W. Beatty of the commercial 
telegraphers’ union arrived in Chicago in the 
morning to prepare for the national conven- 
tion of telegraphers to be held in Milwaukee 
on June 8. The members of the national ex- 
ecutive board will arrive today and a meeting 
of the board will be held tomorrow to com- 
plete the plans for the convention. 

Tt is rumored a strike of telegraphers em- 
ployed in the offices of the Western Union 
and Postal Telegraph companies will be 
called on June 10, the object being to tie up 
the telegraphic service of the republican na- 
tional convention, Officers of the union re- 
fused to discuss the matter. The unions are 
gaid to be in poor shape for another strike 
after the fiasco of last summer and fall.

BABY HELD THEM, THEN DIED 


ierman Immigrant and Wife at Ellis 
Island in Deep Woe. 


New York, May 26.—(|Special.)—After a 
year and nine months’ hardship and digap- 
pointment in this country Max Hainke and 
his wife Ernestina, natives of Nainau, Ger- 
many, went to Ellis island today and asked to 
be deported. 

Hainke, however, was told that he could 
not be deported, as he had not come to the 
island in the custody of any officer,and other- 
wise he is not a public charge. Hainke next 
went to the German consulate, where he was 
referred to the German Immigrants’ Ald so- 
clety in State street, but he fared no better 
there. He was told that as he had been in 
this country over a year he must get out and 
hustle for himself. 

Married Upon Arrival Here. 

Penniless and worn out, doch having 
walked fifteen miles from Clifton, N. J., to 
this city, carrying heavy sgtchéle, Hainke 
rand his wife said that on Aug, 22, 1906, they 
reached New York and at once were mar- 
ried at the city hall. 

In a few days they went to Chicago, and. 
after eight months suffering and want 
Hainke and his wife went to Pittsburg, walk 
ing 404 miles in twenty-one days. On Sept. 
14 Mrs. Hainke was taken to a hospital, 
where she gave birth to a little girl, which 
they named Agnes. A friend gave them 
money to get to New York, and upon his ar- 
rival here Hainke applied to the German 
consul to have him, hie wife, and child de- 
ported. 

Child an American Girl. 

He was told, however, that as his child was 
born in this country it could not be deported. 
This last blow upset Hainke, and his sorrow 
increased, though this trouble ended when his 
baby contracted searlet fever and died thre 
days later in Riverside hospital. 

Through friends Hainke secured work for 
himself and his wife on a farm at Clifton, N. 
J., but when he asked for their wages he was 
told that there was nothing due them.

Mr. Jerome began his summing up after the 
filing of a brief by Franklin Pierce, attorney 
for the complainants. The district attorney 
launched into a lengthy analysis of the mo- 
tives which, in his belief, animated those 
most active in bringing and pressing the 
charges against him. He supported his con- 
tention that the proceedings were “ filmsy 
and mendaclous by asking the commis- 
sioner to note, for one thing, that che com- 
plaint had not been verified, “ not 
information and belief.” 


Appeals on His Record. 


„ have lived all my life in the city of 
New York,” said the district attorney, and 
the sixteen best years of my life there were 
given to the public service. Twice I have 
run for. office in that city and have been 
elected, the last time against every political 
party and ali alone; and I consider, sir, that 
I was elected to exercise my judgment in- 


the discharge of the duties of that office, and 


not the judgment of irresponsible editors of 
1 journals and what they might say 

I ought to do.” 

IJ consider,” ¢ontinued Mr. Jerome, that 
the duties that werg laid upon me in that 
office, and which T habe strivem to dis- 
charge, were these: To be fair and just; to 
apply, one law to all persons, not apply one 
law to the poor man and another to the rich 
man. I have stood, sir, under a great pressure 
before that grand jury room as a southern 
sheriff has often stood before a southern 
jail, when he knows that the prisoner within 
is guilty and worthy of punishment, but 
will only allow him to be punished as the 
law provides.” 


Campaign Gifts Good Business. 


Regarding the charge that he had refused 
to advise the grand jury to indict George W. 
Perkins in. the so-called $50,000 political con- 
tribution case, Mr. Jerome said: 

It was perfectly plain that Bryan's elec- 
tion would have been followed by a shrinkage 
in the value of the securities of the New York 
Life Insurance company of, say, at least 10 
or 12 per cent, so that with $450,000,000 of 
securities this contribution by Mr. Perkins 
was a shrewd business move, even if it were 
illegal. But was it illegal? Moreover, there 
was abundant evidence that the officials of 
almost every financial institution in New 
York City had contributed to the republican 
party committee to help defeat Bryun, so 
that if Perkins was guilty then I had my 
work cut out for me good and plenty for a 
year or more ahead. 


Judiciary Scared by Outcry. 

“The fudiciary of New York City was as 
ecared as anybody in New York, because on 
one hand was J. Piérpont Morgan's partner 
and on the other hand the yellow journals 
were yamming and vowling.“ 

Mr. Jerome said there was no rule of law 
by which he could have brought John A. 
McCall's evidence before the Armstrong 
committee to the attention of a grand jury. 

I have been called a Nar and charged with 
being a bloodhound and many other awful 
things.“ he declared, but there has never 
deen even an insinuat ion that I have a dollar 
in the world except what I have received as. 
salary. wy 

Regarding the charge which. related to the 
$24,000 which Thomas F. Ryan received from 
the Metropolſtan securities, Mr. Jerome said 
that it was in 1908, when one William N. 
Amory came to me with a weird tale against 
this company. It transpired about this time, 
he added, that several men began a bear 
campaign in Wall street against Metropoli- 
tan securities. iy 


: Fail to Indict Ice Trust. 

“It was,” Mr. Jerome said, important to 
find out the source of these bear rumors. 
Thomas A. Ryan spent some $24,000 of his 
own money for detectives and in other ways 
to clear up the matter. Subsequently the 


Metropolitan Securities company repald to 
“Mrs Ryan this $24,000, a perfectly legiti- 


mate proceeding, in my judgment.“ 

Mr. Jerome then took up the investigation 
of the American Ice company. He said the. 
January grand jury looked into the matter 
carefully and found no indictmente and the 


present jury had been at it for two weeks and / 


as yet had done nothing. 

At the most,” said Mr. Jerome, “if it 
transpired that I erred in the ‘ice trust’ 
matter, it can only be an error of judgment 
on my part.“

may secure circulation without joining any 
clearing house association and without im- 
posing any guarantee on the associated 
banks. It has the privilege of depositing 
étrect with the treasurer of the United States 
state, municipal, county, or district bonds 
from a public corporation which has been in 
existence Yor a period of ten years, which 
has not defaulted in the payment of either 
principal or interest for the ten years last 
past, and whose net funded indebtedness 
does, not exceed 10 per cent of the valuation 
of its taxable property. With such bonds as 
security, the individual bank may recetve 
| circulation to a maximum of 90 per cent of 
the value of the securities. 

Under the compromise agreed upon by the 
conferees a distinction is thus created be- 
tween public bonds and all other securities. 
When such public bonds are used by a bank 
in a clearing. house association the circula- 
tion based upon them will be only 75 per cent 
of the market value, they being included on 
the. same basis as all other bank assets. 
When deposited direct with the treasurer of 
the United States they will be good for 90 
per cent. Commercial paper can be used as 
+ @ basis for Circulation, of course, only 
through the intervention of a clearing house 
“association, but the public bonds are given 
+ a double preference in the way of the pro- 
portion of the circulation and in their being 
permitted to be used by individual banks 
dealing direct with the treasury. 


| Public Bonds Are Favored. é 
N is the opinion of men on both sides that 
this preference will have a good effect upon 
the states and municipalities. Securities of 
this class where the total funded debt does 
not exceed 10 per cent of the taxable valua- 
+ tion of the property and where there have 
been no defaults for ten years, have a stable 
value as investment securities, and it is gen- 
+ erally recognized that it will be a simple mat- 
ter for the treasury officials to fix a market 
value, so that the 90 per cent limit will fully 
‘ protect the government against any possible 
fluctuation. Bonds of this chargcter have 
deen favored, as genuine investments, and 
} many of them are held by savings banks and 
trust companies.

to it that the best kind of security is deposited 
and if they know a bank hag municipal 
nas, will de apt to call for them in place 
sof doubtful security. 

There. are in existence bonds of the states 
and local_public corporations amounting toa 
billion or two, but not all of these will be 
available for circulation by individual banks 
outside the clearing house, because of the 
limitations which are thrown about this class 
of security. 

Strictly Emergency Money. 

In agreeing upon a basis of compromise 
the conferees, who were all republicans, it

of an emergency character; they, therefore, 
-agreed upon an original tax of 5 per cent, in- 
_creasing from month to month, so as to force 
Me notes out of circulation when the pressing 
@ecessity for their use ceases. At the same 
filme, it was deemed desirahle to impress 
upon the oguntry the opinion of congress that 
this legislation ts for emergencies only, and 
is_in no sense a makeshift attempt at per- 
manent currency reform. For this reason 
: the conferees agreed to limit the operation 
of the law to three years. The compromise 
provides for a currency commission, and it is 
intended that this commission shall actually 
do some work, being hastened by the neces- 
sity of getting a permanent law on the statute 
books before the emergency ** expires by 
Umitation.

MILLIONS PAID FOR PRINTING. 


Committee’s Report on Government 
Shop Blames Congress for Re- 
4 cent Scandal. 


Washington, D. C., May 26.—By direction 
of the joint printing investigation commit- 
tee of the senate and house there was today 
submitted to congress’ the report of the sub- 
committee which has been investigating af- 
fairs in the government printing office, an 
investigation which resulted in the suspen- 
sion and subsequent resignation of Public 
Printer Stillings. 

The report says: 

“Upon the strength of the committee’s 
recommendation the president suspended the 
public printer. The action taken by the pres- 
ident at the instance of the committee effect- 
ed a saving of nearly $40,000 through the 
termination of the audit system contract.“ 

The subcommittee criticises the audit Sys- 
tem severely and recommends placing a 
limitation in each appropriation bill which 
will prevent expenditures exceeding the esti- 
mates submitted by the public printer. After

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DIVIDED ON PAPER REPORT 


Committee’ Mem bers Disagree as 
to Cause of High Prices. 


DEMOCRATS BLAME TARIFF. 


Difference of Opinion as to Effect of 


Greater Cost of Labor. 


Washington, D. C.. May 26.—[Special.}]— 
The select committee of the house of repre- 
sentatives appointed to investigate the paper 
industry and make recommendations as to 
congressional action on the allegations con- 
cerning the unduly high price of that product 
to publishers labored hard on its report today 
with the expectation of delivering it to the 
house. It was asserted by one of the mem- 
bers of the committee tonight that the report 
would be made tomorrow. 

Acting purely upon the evidence and testi!- 
mony submitted, the entire committee will 
agree that there has been no combination in 
restraint of trade on the part of the paper 


manufacturers. although there ate suspicious : 


indications that such a combination does 
exist. As to the direct cause of the high price 
for paper at present imposed upon pub- 
lishers there probably will be a division of 
opinion as between the republican and demo- 
cratic members of the committee. The ma- 
jority assert that it is due mainly to the 
cost of pulp wood and an increase in wages 
attendant upon the general prosperity of the 
country. 
Tariff Rates to Blame? 

The two democratic members have found 
that the tariff rates of $6 a ton on print paper 
and $1.67 a ton on wood pulp have operated 
directly in every Instance in raising the price 
of paper to consumers, and in separate rec- 
ommendations Messrs. Sims and Ryan will 
make to congress they will advise immediate 
action in the line of abolishing the duty on 
the two commodities. 

The recommendations of the republican 
members of the committee will be milder in 
form and of such a general nature that re- 


| duction or removal of the duty at the present 


time will not be advised, one of the main rea- 
sons for which, of course, being the finding 
by the committee of the alleged fact that 
the price of print paper to publishers has 
* softened "’ or lessened somewhat since the 
commencement of the Investigation a month 
ago, and indications that there will be still 
further reduction. 

It is reported that part of the findings will 
show that profits in the newspaper business 
have decreased greatly during the last year 
and that an average of a page anda half of 
advertisements a day have been,lost by each 
newspaper. This fact will be used by the 
committee in showing that the price of print 
paper did not commence to become oppress- 
ive until these reduction in profits began 
to occur 

Disagree as to Labor Cost. 

There ia a difference of opinion among com- 
mittee members as to the increased cost of 
labor in the paper industry, the democratic 
members claiming that owing to the in- 
creased efficiency of machinery and multipli- 
cation of labor saving devices the cost has 
remained practically the same, although 
wages have advanced slightly. 

The diminished demand for paper owing to 
the depression in the newspaper business, 
will be advanced as one of the reasons why 
its price is assuming a lower level at present 
and why there should be no tampering with 


the tariff.

WATERWAYS BILL 


Upper House Calls What They 
Term President’s Bluff at 
Resource Conference. 


NO HOPE OF PASSAGE: 


Senator Newlands Vainly Tries 
to Get $20,000 Expense Item. 
Through This Week. | 


Washington, D. C., May 26.—[Special.}— 
Although the leaders of congress were not 
destined to register a correct guess as to 
the date of closing up the mills of legislation, 
they really ceased to grind as nearly on the 
date that had been picked for adjournment 
as couta be imagined. | 

The senate this week is marking time and 
waiting for the currency bill and the house 
is taking a slow gait on the few remaining 
bills. The bars are up as regards any other 
legislation. The inland waterways commis- 
sion will not be created by law for some time 
to come in view of the fact that a bill to that 
effect failed to reach senate in time to 
crawl into the arena with the rest of the 
legislation that was admitted in the last few 
hours allotted by the leaders. 

Senator Newlands, who e the bill 
for the continuance of the waterways com- 
mission, and providing $20,000 for the general 
expenses of that body, js sitting in the senate 
nursing a vain hope that his bill may be 
slipped in and passed quietly. 


No Hope at All for Bill. 


The bill passed the house last week, and has 
been reported favorably to the senate., yet 
it has no more show of becoming a law than 
has a bill to organize a government trip to 
Mars. The general excuse for not passing 
the bill, given by the senate, is a remark 
made by President, Roosevelt during the con- 
ference of governors concerning the con- 
servation of natural resources a fortnight 


ago, in which he intimated that if congress 


would not continue the waterways commis- 
oo De would look to that small detail him- 
self. 

In the senate it is a case of calling Mr. 
Roosevelt's. bluff as far as the unfriendly 
senators are concerned. 

Strange erough, it has been the president's 
belief ever since the governors’ conference, 
when he made the celebrated remark, that it 
was that expression which set the wheels 
of congrese to running and almost imme- 
diately turned out a waterways bill at each 
end of the capitol. 


House Passed Bill at Once. 


The house did not seem to mind the presi- 
dent's little pleasantry in regard to keeping 
the waterways commission going, and almost 
immediately passed the bill. It is known the 
president immediately acquired the idea that 
his small association ae to his intentions had 
started the machinery in favor of the bill, 
and, therefore, he was glad he made it. At 
last accounts the president was feeling quite 
sanguine over having his waterways ad- 
visers made into a legal commission and 
given an expense account, — 

The senate, however, took the remark 
directly to heart, and when the hgh showed up 
there was a black mark placed against it by 
those senators who take unto themselves the 
role of official censors of legislation, and it 
was at once a doomed project.

BOMB SCARE CLOSES SCHOOL 


Panic in the Ghetto Causes 1,700 
Pupils to Be Dismissed. — 


ITALIAN PAPER IS BLAMED. 


Fears of Black Hand““ Dynamite Plots 
Is Reported to Be Increasing. 


The Black Hand scare in the Ghetto 
district assumed s0 serious an aspect yester- 
day that 1,700 pupils were dismiseed from one 
school in the middle of the afternoon exer- 
cises. 

Principal” William Hedges of the Jackson 
school, Sholto and Better streets, took this 
action rather than continue his school exer- 
cises with his pupils thei? faces blanched 
with. terror, expecting every moment to be 
blown up. The scare, which is only one of 
a score the school has experienced, began in 
the morning when a story was circulated to 
the effect that a large pit had been aug under 
the building and filjed with dynamite, which 
representatives of th“ Black Hand were 
to touch off late In the afternoon. 

As the day progressed the pupils. became 
increasingly restless and at intervals excited 
mothers would rugh into the building, de- 
manding their children. Half an hourefter 
the afternoon exercises began Principal 
Hedges saw thet the reassu sof the 
teachers were unavailing and deUided to dis- 
miss the school. 

Blames Italian Paper. 

“It was the only thing I could do,“ he 
said - . Conditions seem to be 
growing worse instead of better.

How to Feather Stitch. 


Feather stitching is one of the easiest of the 
ornamental stitches to do and is also one of 


the and most effective. It also is 
durable and makes a pretty finish for all 
kinds of sewing, although it especially is ap- 
propriate for underwear and for babies’ 
clothes. 

On cotton fabrics it is worked tn embrold- 
ery cotton and in silk, wool or flax. The 
stitch is worked on the right side of the 
material, towards the worker, and the needle 
is taken alternately on the right and left 
side of the pattern and the cotton from the 
last stitch must be carried under the needie 
0 as to form a loop stitch. 

This is the most essential point in the whole 
stitch; to carry the thread under the needle. 
The stitches are taken so that the top of 
one stitch will be on a direct line with the 
bottom of the preceding stitch. 

It is not necessary to count the threads, as 
the distance can be gauged correctly enough 
with the eye. 

Place a knot on the end of the thread and 
stick the needle > from the wrong to the 
right side so as to bring the knot on the 
wrong side. 

Now, holding the work toward you, take 
a small straight stitch, the top point of which 


of an inch to the left of the point from which 
you started. Before pulling the needle 
through carry the thread under it so as to 
form a thread which slants diagonally from 
the bottom of one stitch to the bottom of 
the next. 

The third stitch is taken tn the same man- 
mer, @ quarter of an inch to the right of the 
second stitch or directly under the first stitch. 


Pretty Arm from eee 

The woman who plays golf, tennis, or 
fences or who wields a broom in pursuit of 
household duties has more gracefully round- 
ed arms than does the woman who seldom 
uses her arms. Piano playing to a certain 
degree develops the arms and makes them 
beautifully rounded and graceful. 

The perfect arm is the arm with the round 
and flowing outline from shoulder to wrist, 
with a constantly changing: curve. 

The fiesh must be white, with a skin as 
soft and smooth as satin, but it must be firm 
and not flabby. 

An exercise which devel all the muscles 
of the arm from the shoulder to the wrist is 
one which is called the corkscrew movement. 
Stretch one arm at a time high above the 
head, and, with the fingers lightly curved up- 
wards, twist the arm around as far as it 
will go, first one way and then the other.

Bathing the arms in cold water every 
morning will make them firm, and lemon 
juice will bleach them and keep them white.

New Meat Dishes. 

CURRIED MUTTON.—Cook together tw) 
; Yablespoonfuls of butter, one tablespoonful 
of chopped onion, and one secant teaspoonful 
of curry powder ‘until slightly colored. 

Add two scant tablespoonfuls of flour and 
cook for three minutes, then gradually stir 
in one pint of mutton broth. en smooth- 
ly thickened season to taste, add the diced 
meat, and simmer for half an hour. 

In the meantime wash one cupful and a 
half of rice, drop it into rapidly boiling 
salted water, and boil at a gallop Unt ten- 
der, which will take about twenty minutes. 
Drain and serve it as a border around the 
mutton.

LITTLE MEAT PIEG.— Take the remains 
of a boiled shoulder, cut the meat and chop 
it fine, seasoning with salt, pepper, and curry 
powder. Add just enough butter or gravy to 
moisten slightly. 

Make some plecrust or biseult dough, roll 
out, and line small pans with this, fill with 
the seasoned meat, mixed, if deficient in 
quantity, with chopped cold potato or boiled 
rice, cover with aff upper crust, and bake 
in a quick oven. 4 

MUTTON AND CUCUMBER SALAD.— 
As a dish following boiled mutton dice some 
of the cold mutton. For one pint of meat 
dice a firm cucumber or two to make a 
heaping cupful. Make an unsweetened 


brown jelly, using sufficient gelatin to in- 
sure molding. Season the mixed meat and 
cucumber and lightly fill wetted molds, then 
pour in jelly until the molds are full. Serve 
each, when turned out, on a lettuce leaf, 
heaping mayonnaise on top. 


Cobwebs for Wounds. 


If a cut, scratch, or wound of any kind 
bieeds profusely bind the bleeding part with 
oobwebs and brown sugar on like lint. 
Or. if these are not available, use the fine 
dust of tea. When the blood ceases to flow 
apply laudanum.

A clothes hanger can be made at home from 
a barrel hoop.

Up a Record Like Those of 
the Days of 1876.

Cubs and Giants treated a big crowd to an- 
@ther slugfest yesterday and the Giants came 
out on top. 7 to 4, because they pounded Reul- 
bach harder than the Cubs did Crandall. Be- 
fore it was over the outfielders of both squads 
had worn the spikes off their shoes chasing 
leather all over the park, and the Cubs used 
four outfielders at that. 

Three home runs, one triple, five two bag- 
gers, and a lot of singles on the side kept the 
rooters in the merriest kind of a mood despite 
the fact that the Cubs were getting it where 
dogs wear their collars. Twenty hits fora 
grand total of thirty-six bases were peeled 
off by the two teams in a couple of hours. 
That was two shy of Monday's record in the 
matter of safe hits, but was way ahead in 
the total bases 

If the ratio of swatting keeps on increasing 
through today’s game the veteran rivals will 
hang up a record which will look like the 
days of 1876. In three games Cubs and 
Giants have piled up an aggregate of sixty- 
one base hits, and these hits have netted 
eighty-eight bases. Five of the sixty-one 
érives have been home runs and one of them 
for three bases. Ten two baggers and forty- 
five singles have been made in the series up 
to date. j 

Spoils for the Swatters. 

Besides swelling their batting averages the 

players have driven several Chicago business 


places to wonder if a conspiracy does not exist to 


bankrupt them. One hat shop is damaged to the 
extent of five $4 lide for the home runs and one $3 
bat for the triple.

This 
kind of marksmanship, aided by two passes issued 
by Reufbach and three by Crandall, furnished 
plenty of base runners for the sluggers to bring 
home, and the fact the score did not mount into 
double figures was due to the fact that all three 
of the home runs were made with the bases empty. 
In strong contrast to Monday’s chaotic perform- 
ance yesterday's was clean cut and straight from 
the shoulder. 

The. battle was bitterly fought all the way and 
close, and at its finish the rival warriors walked 
off the lot hurling jeers and defiance at each other, 
so strong was the feeling inspired by the contest. 
The Cubs showed in front for only a few minutes 
at the end of the first and second innings, and the 
Giants were in front all the way from the fifth, 
but their margin wae only one lap up to the ninth,

WAR OF THE AUTO CLUBS 
THOUGHT TO BE CERTAIN. 


Declaration of the A. A. A. Racing Board 
Taken as Tossing of Gauntlet to the 
A. C. of A. 


New York, May 26.—What amounts to a 
formal] declaration of war between the Amer- 
ican Automobile association and the Auto- 
mobile Club of America, with centrol of the 
Vanderbilt cup race and other national and 
international events as the stake, was made 
at a meeting of the American Automobile 
association's racing board held here today. 
Two drastic resolution were adopted, aimed 
at what the A. A. A. feared was an attempt 
of the other body to obtain control of racing, and 
perhape all motoring contests inthis country. One 
resolution adthorises the chairman to notify for- 
eign organizations that the Automobile Club of 
America ‘‘ is a local club. situated in the city of 
New York, without national functions or jurie- 
Giction.”’ 

The other resolution provides for a general noti- 
fication to all foreign and American clubs and 
manufacturers that the American Automobile as- 
sociation. ‘‘the national erning body in the 
United States hereafter annually wil? sanction 
only three national or international eventse—name- 
ly: the Vanderbilt cup race for racing cars, the 
annnaltourtig.comtest for den und other tro- 
phies, and the Demont-Thompeon cup contest for 
cars.’ 

It was explained that this resolution did not ap- 
ply to local events planned by automobile or- 
ganizations, but such local events must hereafter 
receive the sanction of the A. A. A. or be penalized 
by disqualification of entrants and their drivers. 
‘The board announced there would be a Vander 
biit cup race this year. and that prior to July 1 
the course and the day of the race would be 


announced f 

Regarding the foreign protesta William K. Van- 
derbilt Ir, donor of the Vanderbilt cup. who was 
present, stated that he had presented the cup to 
the American Automobile association with the 
intention of giving American automobile manu- 
facturers a chance of competing against foreing 
cars in a race to be heid in this country, and that 
the purpose intended—the raising of the standard 
of American cars—had been achieved. 

Mr. Vanderbilt considered that, ae the A. A. A. 
had never been invited to participate in the Ostend 
conference which adopted rules governimg this 
season’s racing abroad, it was not in any way 
bound by these rules. 

That there will be an automobile race for the 
Vanderbilt cup this year was authoritatively an- 
nounced here tonight. While official annourice- 
ment was lacking as to detall, it may be said 
that the race will be held on Long Island, prob- 
ably on the Long Island motor parkway. a private 
roadway which it is hoped to have far enough 
advanced toward completion to permit the running 
of the big international event over it in the fall. A 
Saturday in the latter half of October will be 
selected for the race.

CONFERENCE TO DECIDE IT? 

Action at Meeting on Friday May Clear 
Streets of Traffic 


The most important move of years toward 
relieving street traffic congestion in Chicago 
may result from a conference on Friday be- 
tween representatives of the eastern trunk 
lines and the Illinois Tunnel company. In- 
dustrial teaming may be eliminated to @ 
large extent. 

The conference will be held as the result 
of the action of the Wabash ratiroad several 
weeks ago as a bid for increased traffic when 
it inaugurated the system of assuming tun- 
nel transportation charges: on all shipments 
over its lines. The charges, which at pres- 
ent stand at 3 cents a 100 pounds, only were 
assumed, however, on shipments delivered 
But 
as the Wabash holds to its announcement 
after the opening of the seven public stations 
now planned it will force competing roads 
to meet the inducements offered to mer- 
chants and shippers. 

The action of the Wabash has occasioned 
a storm of protest from eastern roads, which 
must follow suit or suffer traffic losses. The 
assuming of the tunnel charge is virtually a 
reduction of 3 cents in freight rates, and 
with the 10 per cent advance in rates de- 
cided upon the eastern railroads do not 
relish a voluntary reduction which will weak- 
on their position.

Uncle Sam Plans Purchasing 
Pneumatic Mail Services. 


CONSIDERS CHICAGO SYSTEM. 


Postmaster General Will Ask Price 
from Present Company. 


Washingtén, D. C., May 26.—[Special.]— 
The second assistant postmaster general will 
tomorrow organize a force which is to begin 
the inspection of equipment for a pneumatic 
tube mail service with a view to purchas- 
ing or installing such a service ‘for the use 
of the government. 

The postoffice appropriation bill, just 
parsed by congress, directs the postmaster 
general to investigate various pneumatic 
tube systems in the country and report to 
congress not later than Jan. 1, 1908, the 
feasibility of government ownership of those 
facilities for traneporting mails. 


To Learn Cost of Those Used. 

He is directed to ascertain the approximate 
cost of purchase of various pneumatic sys- 
tems now in use in large cities, and also to 
ascertain and report the cost of installation, 
maintenance, and operation. 

The second assistant postmaster general, 
who has supervision of the pneumatic service, 
will make his first investigations in Philadel- 
»phia. The private concern owning the tube 
system there has already made overtures to 
the government for its purchase. 


Will Look at Chicago Tubes. 


The pneumatic tube service at Chicago 
will be investigated later, and the company 
owning that property will be asked to name 
a purchase figure. 

In connection with the Chicago property 
the second assistant postmaster generai said 
today that every consideration is to be 
granted to the company and every encour- 
agement is to be given to it to cause an ex- 
tension of its lines, franchises for which the 
concern now holds to the extent of many 
miles. 


Left to Postmaster General. 

When the postoffice appropriation bill two 
or three months ago was first put in shape by 
the house committee on postoffices there was 
inserted a provision wherein the postmaster 
general would not be allowed to contract for 
the extension of the Chicago pneumatic serv- 
ice unless the city government would remove 
certain restrictions as to the reversion of the 
property to the city at the expiration of a 
twenty year franchise. 

This clause was stricken from the bill in 
the house, and the matter was left open en- 
tirely to the discretion of the postmaster gen- 
eral. The senate inserted the provision for 
the inspection bf the entire pneumatic tube 
service of the country with a view to its ultj-
